McCain stops to show support 
Elsenheimer’s re-election bid

BOYNE FALLS — United 
States Sen. John McCain ap- 
peared relaxed and congenial as 
he addressed a large group of 
mostly Republicans on Saturday, 
June 3, at Boyne Mountain. 

But his demeanor turned remi- 
niscent of a fire-and-brimstone 
preacher when he spoke about

including Russia and China, must 
confront Iran's enrichment of ura- 
nium for nuclear power and deal 
with its president, Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad. 

“J refuse to learn how to pro- 
nounce his name,” McCain said 
of Ahmadinejad, adding that he 
was too disgusted with the Ira- 
nian president who has called the 
Holocaust a ‘myth’ and who con- 
tinues the uranium enrichment 
program. 

McCain, R- Ariz., made ap- 
pearances in northern Michigan 
with state Rep. Kevin 
Elsenheimer, R-Bellairc, who is 
running for a second term in the 
state House from the 105th Dis- 
trict that includes Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan and 
Otsego counties. 

Michigan is an important 
battleground for the upcoming 
elections, McCain said. 

The. event was organized by 
Charlevoix County Republican 


Party chairman John Haggard | 
‘and first district vice chairwoman : 
Phyllis Haggard, county: party 
‘members and Elsenheimer's staff. 


McCain’ praised Elsenheimer 


for his hard work in his first term, 


noting that he has sponsored 
more bills than any other ‘fresh- 


man representative. McCain said” 


he sees the local politician on the 
national stage in the future. 

Arizona's McCain remarked on 
the lakes and beauty of northern 
Michigan, especially the abun- 
dance of water. 

“We have so little water in Ari- 
zona, the trees chase the dogs,” 
he said, prompting a roomful of 
laughter. 

No decision has been made on 
whether he will run for president 
in 2008, he said. McCain was 
unsuccessful when he ran for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion in 2000. 

“T almost did run for vice presi- 
dent in 2004, although it wasn't 
clear for which party,” McCain 
said with a wry smile. 

An aide explained that McCain 
was joking about a run with 
former Democratic presidential 
candidate John Kerry. 

The senator acknowledged that 
people are dissatisfied with much 
of the country's current state of 
affairs. 

“A lot of people are not happy 
with Washington, especially with 
how their money is being spent,” 
McCain said. 

As an example, he related a 
government study that cost $3 
thillion to study the DNA of bears 


-in Montana. 


“I'm not sure why,” McCain 
said to more laughter. “Maybe it 
was sornething about a paternity 
suit. I don't know.”’ 

He pointed out that Washing- 


“ton must stop the big: spending 
-bills, that ethically the politicians 


need to come to the people with 


’ clean hands, and that the system 


sometimes makes. good people 
make bad choices. 
“The -system is broken in 


Washington and we need to fix - 


it, and we need to fix it soon.as 


‘the 2006 elections are coming 


up,” he added. 
Also broken’are the country's 


borders, McCain said. He spoke 


of the need to secure the borders, 
to hand down prohibitive fines on 
employers that disregard immi- 
gration laws, and to institute a 
guest-worker program only after 
it is proven that citizens will not 
take the jobs. 

McCain also spoke of the 
plight of illegal immigrants, who 
sometimes die in their attempts 
to enter the U.S. 

Hispanics are the second-fast- 
est growing minority in the coun- 
try, behind Asians, according to 
the 2000 U.S. Census, and 
McCain issued a warning to Re- 
publicans that the party should be 
mindful of the large number of 
Hispanic votes. 

English must be the only offi- 
cial language of the United 
States, McCain said to a robust 
round of applause. 

“English is obviously our na- 
tional language and it's the only 
way people can move up.” 

Key steps to solve the country's 


energy problem would be the use | 
of ethanol and the use of nuclear | —

“Nuclear power is safe, it's 
clean and it's ready,” McCain 
said. Our problem with nuclear 
power is not its potential danger, 
but that it's a psychological prob- 
lem, he added. 

McCain told the audience that 
progress is being made in Iraq, 
citing the beginning of a function- 
ing government, an improving 
economy and the rebuilding of 
infrastructure. The U.S. military 


must continue to train and equip |

BOYNE FALLS — The 
“Veteran of the Month” for 
June 2006 is Joseph Michael 
Romanik. 

Born May 16, 1919, in 
Boyne Falls, Romanik com- 
pleted the eighth grade in 1932 
! and left school to work on the 
family farm. He was inducted 
into the Army on April 24, 
1941, and entered onto active 
duty in Kalamazoo. 

Following basic and combat 
infantryman training, Romanik 
was assigned to the 32nd Red 
| Arrow Division as a rifleman, 
and on April 22, 1942, he de- 
parted the United States, arriving in the Pacific 
Theater of the war on May !4, 1942. He partici- 
pated in the following battles and campaigns: New 
Guinea, Papuan, Southern Philippines and Luzon. 
i On June 4, 1945, Romanik departed the Pacific 
Theater of Operations, arriving in the United States 
on June 19, 1945, and was assigned to Headquar- 
~ ters Co., 3rd Battalion, 19th Infantry Division. 

On June 26, 1945, he received an honorable dis- 
charge at the separation center, Fort Sheridan. IIl., 
having attained the rank of private first class and 
received the following decorations and citations: 
the American Defense Service Medal; the Asiatic 
Pacific Theater Medal with four Bronze Battle Stars;

the Philippine Liberation
